The  Communist  b  the 
perfect  Pragmatist;  he  is  a  Nihilist;  he  be¬ 
lieves  that  there  is  no  such  think  as  truth. 
He  repudiates  and  hates  all  the  traditions 
mid  culture  of  the  Past;  there  is  no  truth, 
there  ts  bo  "value  to  the  world  bat  the 
satisfaction  of  his  own  whims  and  appe¬ 
tites,  whatever  they  may  be.  tntellactaal- 
ty  apeaklat.  he  b  a  beast  perhaps  the 
lowest  and  mast  daafere—  a i  all  beasts 

Perhaps  the  neatest  illustration  of  the 
Intellectual  proceaaea  of  a  Communist  and 
the  larfon  that  be  loves  to  use  will  be 
found  in  comments  mad#  to  me  by  a  ani- 
versity  president  some  time  ago.

S.iai.i 
arranged  to  transport  the  guns  In  her  ow  n 
planes,  and  arranged  with  Germany  to 
permit  these  planes,  on  their  return  trip, 
lo  land  to  refuel,  sme;  the  Spanish  pi.  aes 
could  not  carry  enougl  gasoline  for  a 
round  trip  Now  our  Ce*  tral  Intelligence 
Agency,  w  hich  seems  never  to  be  able  to 
discover  anything  to  the  advantage  of  thu 
United  States,  quickly  found  out  about 
the  Spanish  plan  to  help  the  Hungarians. 

The  C.l  A  transmitted  the  information 
lo  our  State  Department,  which  Immedi¬ 
ately  went  into  action  and  brought  very 
«*r.»ng  pM*«‘*.trc  to  bur  *  u  *hc  German 
g**Vi ruiiHTit  to  cancel  the  permission  that 
had  been  given  for  the  Spanish  planet  lo 
refuel  on  their  return  Journey.  Thus  was 
Washington  able  to  save  the  Russians 
considerable  inconvenience  during  t'leir 
massacre  of  the  Hungarians. 

The  Central  Intelligence  Agency  is  an 
organization  so  secret  that  even  our  sen¬ 
ators  are  not  allowed  to  know  anything 
or  its  operations.

Party  and  that  S2  others  were  known 
members  of  the  Ron  Ian  espionage  system. 
Admiral  Hillenkoetler  was  immediately 
transferred  to  a  desolate  outpost  in  the 
Pacific  This  was.  of  course,  but  one  of  the 
many  incidents  by  which  our  army  and 
navy  officers  have  been  shown  that  they 
dare  not  do  anything  that  would  displease 
our  Communist  conspirators.

Not  only  was  he  a 
reliable  ally  of  the  United  States,  but  he 
had  even  gone  so  far  as  U  sever  diplo¬ 
matic  relations  with  Russia,  an  act  which 
greatly  embarrassed  our  State  Depart¬ 
ment  It  was  clear,  therefore,  that  he  most 
be  eliminated.

Now  although  Castro  thought  it  worth 
while  lo  say  that  he  is  not  himself  a  mem¬ 
ber  of  the  Commum-:  Party,  bis  principal 
ass  (slants  including  Ms  brother,  were 
notorious  Communists,  and  no  reasonable 
person,  even  slightly  acquainted  with 
Latin-American  affairs,  could  ever  have 
d'  ibnii  that  the  Castro  rrvoll  was  a 
Communist  operation  lotcnded  primarily 
to  secure  base*  for  the  many  Russian  sab- 
marines  which  are  constantly  cruising 
along  our  Atlantic  Coast,  and  to  permit 
(be  establishment  of  rochet  bases  within 
one  hundred  miles  of  American  so4L 

During  (he  progress  of  his  takeover  In 
Cuba,  Castro  received  supplies  from  Sns- 
oian  submarines,  and.  of  course,  vast 
quantities  from  the  United  Stales  The 
shipments  from  Florida  wers,  of  course, 
technically  smuggled  to  him,  but  oddly 
enough  our  government  aria  never  able 
lo  Intercept  them. 

But  even  with  this  help  Castro  would 
have  failed  but  for  the  energetic  taler- 
veation  af  oar  State  Department.  The 
technique  used  D.  of  course,  a  standard 
procedure  and  shoild  be  quite  familiar 
to  all  of  us  by  nov . 

\  You  will  recall  that  when  General 
jGeorgc  Marshall  vat  sent  to  China  to  ar¬

American  manufacture  flM.O’M.aoo  worth 
of  ammanition  on  ships  lhal  were  a  boat 
to  load  was  simply  damped  to  the  oeeaa. 
and,  of  course,  no  further  shipments  were 
made  Thus  Chiang  Kai-Shek's  men  could 
not  use  even  their  rifles,  to  say  nothing 
of  machine  guns  and  artillery .  ood  he  had 
lo  retreat  before  the  Communist  invaders, 
who  had  been  equipped  with  the  huge 
Japanese  stores  of  weapons  sod  munitions 
that  we  had  turned  over  to  them  in  Man¬ 
churia. 

Following  this  established  pattern,  our 
State  Department  eat  off  all  aopplles  of 
ammunition  to  the  small  srray  of  Colonel 
Batista  in  Cuba,  which  ua*  of  course, 
equipped  with  weapons  pur  yased  in  the 
United  Stales.  Even  ammunition  that  Ba- 
tisla  had  bought  and  already  paid  for  was 
confiscated  on  the  docks  It  seems  quite 
clear  that  Batista's  men  did  not  desert: 
they  simply  had  nothing  lo  shoot. 

You  will  also  re member  that  while  the 
great  betrayal  in  China  was  under  way 
under  Ihe  direction  of  such  eminent  fig¬ 
ures  as  General  Marshall  and  Professor 
Omeo  LsttUnore.  the  controlled  press  in 
this  country  was  filled  with  propaganda 
to  the  effect  that  Chiang  Kai-Shek  was 
a  scoundrel,  and  that  the  Communist:  In 
Chine  were  Just  innos^r.t  "agrarian  re¬ 
formers." 

The  same  technique  is.  of  course,  now 
being  used.
